But our Saviour and our Sacrifice being the Son of God in our Nature 
And he voluntarily aſſuming ir, and ſubmitting to the condition of Hum 
nity in its loweſt and moſt miſerable ſtate, Sin. only excepted ; and his be 
Ing contented to live a life of doing good, and ſuffering evil, and at laſt

This, ler the words which immediately follow determine: For ſear 
ly for a righteous man wid one aye, yet peradvuenture for à good man 0 
would even dare to aye : But God commendoth his love to us, in that whil 
we were yet ſinners Chriſt dyed for us, And now I appeal to any man 
good ſenile, whether it be not plain that the Apoſtle here ſpeaks of Chriſt 
dying for Sinners in the {ame ſenſe as one Man is ſaid to dye for anothe 
that is, to ſave another from Deach; which what is it elſe but to dyei 
his ſtead ? He that can deny this, is perverſe to the higheſt degree, and 
fear almoſt beyond rhe poſſibility of being convinc'd. — 
And the Argument from theſe two Texts is ſo much the ſtronger, be 
cauſe we do not here reaſon merely from the Phraſe and expreſſion, by 
from the main ſcope of our Saviour's Diſcourſe in the one, and of St. Paul 
in the other. For the deſign of both is ta recommend the ſuparlative loy 
of Chriſt to ns above the greateſt love that ever any man expreſs'd to ang 
ther. The bigheſt pitch that human affection did ever riſe to, was for 1 
Man to lay down his life for his Friend; but the Son of God laid down hi 
life for his Enemies. Scarcely ſays St. Paul, would one lay dewn his lif 
for # Righteous man, that is, for one who is bur ſtrictly juſt and honef, 
and does no body wrong; but for a good man, that is, for one that 
kiud and beneficial to all, and hath obliged mankind by great Benefit, 
ſome one may be found that would lay down his life to ſave the life of ſuch 
2 Perſon : Bu: the love of Chriſt hath gone far beyond this: He dyed for 
Sinners, for thoſe who were neither good men, nor righteous :| But Gol 
commenaeth hu love to us, in that whilſt we were yet Sinners Chriſt dye 
for ws, Now where doth the force of this Argument lye, if not in this 
that Chriſt hath done that for us, who were Enemies and Sinners, whicl 
ſome very few Perſons in the World have done for their Friend, or fo 
ſome very eminently good man: And what is that? Why they have lait 
down their lives in their ſtead: And ſo Chriſt hath dene for us. This 
ſcems to be ſo very plain, that I do not ſec how the force of this Arg 
ment is poſſible to be avoided. | 5 
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It is evident then from Scripture, that Chriſt dyed not only for our Ac 
vantage but in our ſtead ; as truly and really as any man ever did 
or can dye for another, who lays down his own life to ſave another from 
Death. For if Chriſt had not dycd, we had periſhed everlaſtingly ; a i 
becauſe hee dyed, we are ſaved from eternal death and miſery. ' 

And tho' this be no where in Scripture ſpoken of by the name or term 
of Satisfaction, yet it is faid to be the price of our Redemption; which
